Picked up a Navy REP morale receiver. Nomenclature plates indicate 
it was made by Crosley, part number CRO-46287, Contract N5sx-5937. 
Has an orange nomenclature plate warning against use on ship because 
of radiation (from the local oscillator). 


This piece appears to be identical to the Pan American Tropical. The 
only obvious diffference is that the upper nomenclature plate is 
replaced by the "Pan American Tropical" logo plate. There is no 
second nomenclature plate although holes for it are tapped. 


Was the Pan American Tropical an end-of-war civilian version of the 
REP? Did the Navy cancel the contract early causing a surplus at the 
factory? 


Can find no web references to the REP. Part and contract numbers are 
not in the archive files. 


I love the spare tube sockets, although I noticed that some of spare 
socket terminals are used in lieu of terminal strips, including a 
pair used as the AC line cord tie points! No. None use pin 1. Or 
both pins 2 and 7 :-)
